In 1857 the owners of America decided to make the 
trophy won in English waters a perpetual challenge 
cup, for friendly competition between foreign countries, 
It was offered to, and accepted by, the New York Yacht 
Ciub, under the condition that any orgamized yacht club 
of any foreign country should always be entitled, through 


any one or more of its members, to claim the right of 
sailing a match for the cup, with any yacht or other 
vessel of not less than thirty or more than three hun- 
dred tons, measured by the custom-house rule of the 
country to which the vessel belonged. The challeng- 
ing club was bound to give six months’ notice in writ- 
ing, fixing the day they wished to start. Moreover, it 
was to be distinctly understood that the cup was to 
remain the property of the club, and not of the mem- 
bers of the owners of a vessel winning it in a match.
